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Summary

 For this reporting week, the proportion of outpatient visits for influenza-like illness (ILI)* was 1.44%,
which is Below the regional baseline of 1.70%.

e Based on CDC criteria, lllinois influenza activity is classified as Local (see CDC FluView Section)
for this reporting week.

e For this reporting week there were 442 influenza specimens tested by WHO/NREVSS collaborating
lllinois laboratories and 33 tested by Illinois Department of Public Health Laboratories for a total of
475 specimens tested. Ninety specimens tested positive for Influenza.

e Three influenza-associated Intensive Care Unit (ICU) admissions® were reported for this reporting
week.

¢ No influenza-associated pediatric deaths were reported for this reporting week.

e For this reporting week, 2 influenza outbreaks were reported.

ILI “Influenza like lliness” is defined as fever = 100°F and cough and/or sore throat.

2 FRI surveillance is ongoing at 8 U.S. military basic training centers, representing all service branches. FRI Rate Status is classified into one of 3 categories:
1. At or below expected value
2. Moderately elevated
3. Substantially elevated

% For the purpose of diagnosis, influenza can be diagnosed by using the following test: reverse transcription polymerase chain reaction RT-PCR], viral culture, Immunofluorescence [Direct
Fluorescent Antibody (DFA) or Indirect Fluorescent Antibody (IFA) Staining], Enzyme Immuno Assay (EIA) or any rapid diagnostic test. Sensitivities of rapid diagnostic tests are approximately 50-
70% when compared with viral culture or reverse transcription polymerase chain reaction (RT-PCR), and specificities of rapid diagnostic tests for influenza are approximately 90-95%. False-positive
(and true-negative) results are more likely to occur when disease prevalence in the community is low, which is generally at the beginning and end of the influenza seasons. False-negative (and
true-positive) results are more likely to occur when disease prevalence is high in the community, which is typically at the height of the influenza season.

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Viral Resistance:

Antiviral Resistance: Testing of 2009 H1N1, influenza A (H3N2), and influenza B virus isolates for
resistance to neuraminidase inhibitors (oseltamivir and zanamivir) is performed at CDC using a functional
assay. Additional 2009 H1N1 and influenza A (H3N2) clinical samples are tested for mutations of the virus
known to confer oseltamivir resistance. The data summarized below combine the results of both testing
methods. These samples are routinely obtained for surveillance purposes rather than for diagnostic testing
of patients suspected to be infected with antiviral-resistant virus.

High levels of resistance to the adamantanes (amantadine and rimantadine) persist among 2009 influenza A
(H1N1) and A (H3N2) viruses (the adamantanes are not effective against influenza B viruses). Therefore,
data from adamantane resistance testing are not presented below.

In the United States, all recently circulating influenza viruses have been susceptible to the neuraminidase
inhibitor antiviral medications, oseltamivir and zanamivir; however, rare sporadic instances of oseltamivir-
resistant 2009 HIN1 and A (H3NZ2) viruses have been detected worldwide. Antiviral treatment with
oseltamivir or zanamivir is recommended as early as possible for patients with confirmed or suspected
influenza who have severe, complicated, or progressive illness; who require hospitalization; or who are at
high risk for serious influenza-related complications. Additional information on recommendations for
treatment and chemoprophylaxis of influenza virus infection with antiviral agents is available at
http://www.cdc.gov/flu/antivirals/index.htm.
